mood," said Roderick. The Chamber Choir performed 
a version of the well-known carol "It Came Upon The 
Midnight Clear" as well as an upbeat Latin-language

an opening bid of $20,000 was not met. 

The auction, which was held at the Mattapoisett 
Free Public Library, had 13 tax title parcels up for bid, 
with values ranging between $100 and $234,900. 

"Proceeds from the auction will be used for 
roadway improvements,'' said Town Administrator Mike 
Gagne. The total collected will be combined with the 
money that was approved for appropriation at the Annual 
Town Meeting to help bolster the five-year improvement 
plan. 

Most of the lots were not considered to be 
buildable but abutters could purchase them to expand 
their existing properties. 

About 40 people gathered in the ground-floor 
conference room at the library, most of them abutters to 
the properties for sale. The Town of Mattapoisett sold 10 
of the 13 listings, which included 86 Marion Road, which 
was considered to be the most buildable lot of them all. 
The property, which had an assessed value of $192,100 
sold for $81,000. 

Another resident purchased two abutting lots on 
Marina Drive for $24,500. Combined, the assessed value of 
the properties is almost $250,000. 

A separate low-value land auction was held after, 
where only three small properties were available. Two lots 
on Bowman Road were each sold for the minimum bid 
while a property on North Street went unsold. 

Gagne said there might be more auctions in the 
future as the town continues to investigate more lots that 
might be considered buildable properties.

the Tri-Town money to help make their homes 
handicap accessible if the district applies for it and it is 
approved. Mattapoisett Town Administrator Michael 
Gagne proposed the idea at a Tri-Town Selectmen 
meeting on Thursday, November 29 at Old Rochester 
Regional High School. 

The grant is part of the Regional Housing 
Rehab Grant Application program, which is a statewide 
initiative to help senior citizens make their homes more 
handicap accessible so they would not have to move into 
assisted living facilities. 

'Tt's a great program,'' said Gagne. 

The money awarded to residents could be 
used for a multitude of projects, such as constructing 
wheelchair ramps, replacing roofs and making electrical 
repairs. Because many senior citizens are dependent 
upon social security, they lack the funds to make these 
upgrades to their homes, forcing them to move out. 

Gagne suggested the Tri-Town apply together as 
the majority of the grant money is issued on a regional 
basis. Applications for the grant are due in the summer in 
July and August. 

"We're all too small to run for this by ourselves, 
but the benefits are great," said Gagne. 

In other news, Rochester Town Administrator 
Richard LaCamera warned the Selectmen of the 
possibility for more 9C statewide cuts that could come as 
soon as January in the middle of the Fiscal Year. 

"We have extreme concerns for fiscal year 2014," 
said LaCamera. 

The Governor conducts 9C cuts and they only 
affect employees of the state. The towns are worried 
that due to the economic crisis and the hiring freeze 
on state employees, more 9C cuts could be on the 
horizon. Additionally, the investigation in the state's

Water Abatement Investigation Continues

The Marion Board of Selectmen will further 
investigate a water abatement request for a residence 
located at 131 Aliens Point Road. The decision to continue

No Variance for Cottage Street Addition 

Marion Zoning Board of Appeals

An application for a variance that came before the 
Marion Zoning Board of Appeals at their regular meeting 
on November 29 was withdrawn without prejudice 
because the proposed project did not meet the proper 
requirements. 

John Van Voorhis and Susan Davies had filed for 
a variance to allow the reconstruction and extension of 
part of a dwelling at 6 Cottage Street. 

"This is a pretty straight-forward project. It's a 
small addition to the ground floor off the left side of the 
building," said engineer Peter Turowski, who represented 
Van Voorhis and Davies at the meeting. 

The project would fill in space next to a covered 
porch that extends from one side of the dwelling but 
slightly decreases the existing conformity of the structure. 

"Essentially, you're raising the back wall, but 
the footprint is going to be the same," said ZBA member 
Eric Pierce. "So the only line you're connecting is the east 
wall to the north wall? The reason Tm asking is because a 
variance is a very difficult thing to give [due to changes in 
regulations.]" 

Pierce explained that variances can be granted 
if a hardship can be proved on the part of the applicant.

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but Pierce said the project only seemed to alleviate space 
issues within the house. If the owner cannot show that 
there is a material or financial hardship imposed by the 
project not being completed, a variance cannot be granted. 

A hardship could be proven if the property was 
deemed to be unique to the neighborhood, but the home 
is located close to downtown. 

"There's no uniqueness about it/' said ZBA 
member Betsy Dunn. ''Legally it has to meet all the 
criteria but we can't do it." 

Dunn then suggested that Turowski request to 
withdraw the application without prejudice and resubmit 
for a special permit rather than a variance. 

"It's a reconstruction and an alteration. We can do 
this under a special permit," she said. 

Turowski agreed with the assessment of the 
ZBA, which granted his request to withdraw the variance 
application.

of the ANR.

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Missing Map Slows Washburn Project 

Marion Conservation Commission

The Marion Conservation Commission held 
their regular meeting on November 28 and opened with 
a continued hearing from November 14 regarding a 
Request for Determination of Applicability filed by the 
Town of Marion to restore and maintain the grounds at 
Washburn Park. 

Marion Selectman Jody Dickerson has been 
representing the town for the project, which would 
include the renovation of hiking trails and the installation 
of picnic benches at the skating pond. The plan hit a speed 
bump when Dickerson was unable to locate a map that 
depicted the entire area. 

''There was a concern that the map I gave you 
folks did not have the south side of the skating pond. I 
don't have anything. Diane [Drake] has been working to 
help us out. But we found nothing," Dickerson said. 

He suggested that they start work on the project 
in other areas of the park. 

"I'd like to get something going during the winter 
time if possible," he said. 

The Commission was amenable to the idea and 
discussed writing a preliminary approval for the work to 
begin. 

"We could issue a partial for some of it then 
amend it later," said Commission Chairman Sherman 
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Briggs. 

"For the winter, Fd like to continue [from the 
pond] up to the girFs Softball field/' Dickerson said. 

The hearing was continued until the next meeting 
on December 12 but the Commissioners did issue partial 
approval for work to begin in the mapped areas of the 
park. 

Next, the Commission held a hearing for Joan 
Forte regarding the RDA she filed to upgrade the septic 
system at 136 Point Road. 

"The property has been on the market for a short 
bit and already has a buyer and sell-date. We have an 
existing three-bedroom dwelling. The buyers wanted a 
five-bedroom house for the future," said engineer Dave 
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Davignon, of Schneider and Associates, on behalf of Forte. 

The old septic system would not be adequate to 
meet the needs of a larger home. 

"There are some brush and trees that have to be 
removed before we put the tanks in/' Davignon said. 

The Commission, seeing no conflicts, voted in 
favor of the project and issued no order of conditions. 

Then, the Commissioners heard from Davignon 
again, this time on behalf of Jonathan and Amy 
DiVincenzo of 370 Delano Road. They have filed a Notice 
of Intent to construct a 163-foot timber pier with a 20-foot 
gangway and anchored float. 

"They'd like to get some boating access similar 
to their neighbors. We performed a detailed survey and 
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located eelgrass. We're avoiding the eel grass, we're 
avoiding going over the salt marshes," Davignon said. 
"They are fully aware they will be restricted on boat size." 

Commissioner Steve Gonsalves was concerned 
with the amount of beach erosion he observed during the 
site walk this past weekend. 

"When I went down with Norm on Saturday, 
I noticed a lot of erosion due to the past coastal storms 
we've had, especially Sandy. It's really eating at that 
bank," said Gonsalves. He suggested adding a condition 
that erosion-control vegetation should be planted to 
maintain the integrity of the coastline. 

The hearing was continued until January 9 so 
that Davignon can get approval on the project from the 
Waterways Department. 

A public hearing scheduled for Sanf ord Russell, 
Jr. of 5 Main Street, continued from November 14, 
was continued again until the Marion Conservation 
Commission's next meeting on December 12. 

New Subdivision Planned for Fairhaven Road 

Mattapoisett Planning Board 
By Eric Tripoli 
The Mattapoisett Planning Board heard a 
proposal for a new residential subdivision to be located 
off Fairhaven Road. The extensive project would include 
the construction of several new homes and the expansion 
of the existing roadway. 
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At Monday night's meeting. Randy Gagnon was 
the engineering representative for the hearing on behalf 
of the applicant, David Nicolosi. 

"We have land here down on Fairhaven Road," 
said Gagnon, who further identified the area as Deer 
Woods. "What we're proposing is an eight-lot residential 
subdivision. We'll extend Deerfield Road approximately 
700 feet," he said. 

Five houses would share a common drive, with 
the other lots receiving individual driveways. 

The lot will use an open drainage system that will 
discharge to a catch basin and the local wetlands. He said 
that a conservation restriction will be placed on almost 
30 acres of land as the area is a habitat for the eastern box 
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turtle. 

Karen Field was concerned about the lack of 
space for on-street parking but Gagnon said that they 
were not anticipating the use of the road as a parking 
space by residents or neighborhood guests. 

''So what happens when we need to get 
emergency vehicles down there?'' asked Field after giving 
a hypothetical situation illustrating vehicles parked on 
the common drive. 

"They will have to move their cars," said 
Nicolosi, who added that he was in contact with the local 
police and fire departments regarding the matter. With 
lots measuring between three and five acres, Nicolosi was 
confident that each property would have adequate space

for extra vehicles without impeding movement around 
the neighborhood for other cars. 

Board member Mary Grain read aloud the letter 
of approval submitted by the fire department, which 
found no issues with the proposal, despite the fact that 
the closest fire hydrant is located over 2,200 feet away, 
across Route 6. 

''Before they installed that one, the closest 
hydrant was on Mattapoisett Neck Road,'' said Nicolosi. 

Since there is no town water service in that area. 
Chairman Thomas Tucker suggested that the new homes 
may have to be constructed with individual sprinkler 
systems in the event of a fire emergency. Similar systems 
were installed per order of the fire department for homes 
near Brandt Beach, which also has no town water service. 

When the plan was proposed at the Conservation 
Commission, Nicolosi said the commissioners preferred 
to see less impervious material used for the road and 
driveways and thought that the placement of a berm 
would impede the movements of the box turtle. 

The hearing was continued until December 17 so 
that the town could organize a peer review of the plan. 

In other business, the Planning Board spoke 
informally with Town Administrator Mike Gagne 
regarding the possibility of updating town zoning bylaws 
to make them more amenable to modern development 
such as the installation of photovoltaic solar arrays to the 
extension of the South Coast Railway system. 
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The Planning Board also ruled in favor of a plan 
to resize two lots off Bay Club Drive and Split Rock Lane 
so as to give one property owner more frontage along the 
pond. 

The next meeting of the Mattapoisett Planning 
Board will be on Monday, December 17 at 7:00 pm at the 
Town Hall. 

Commission Votes Against Land Purchase 

Rochester Conservation Commission 
By Eric Tripoli 
The Rochester Conservation Commission held 
a public meeting on Tuesday, December 4 to discuss 
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the possible purchase of land on Alley Road owned by 
Thomas Gayoski. Since the land qualifies for Chapter 61A 
tax relief, Gaysoski is required to file a notice of intent to 
sell the property, giving the town the right of first refusal 
to purchase the land. 

"It's the lot with the red house,'' said 
Commissioner Rosemary Smith. There are three total lots 
in the area but only the one with the house is for sale. 

The issue has been heard at public hearings 
across multiple committees so each board can offer its 
recommendation for the property. 

"There's an existing dwelling here and Mr. 
Gayoski is dividing off this lot. He's gone through the 
Planning Board process to create this lot. The option is to 
purchase the land for $265,000," said Conservation Agent 
Laurell Farinon. 

She suggested that the Commission recommend 
to the Board of Selectmen not to purchase the property 
because the amount of land that could be considered for 
conservation is negligible. 

"There is an area of wetland toward the back of 
the property but not enough to really make the case for 
it," said Farinon. 

The Conservation Commission voted 
unanimously in favor of refusing the option to purchase 
the property. 

In other business, the Commission discussed 
the conservation restriction that has been drafted for 
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the Doggett's Brook property. The area is located next to 
Dexter Field. 

The Commission made only minor changes to the 
draft, which will be complete next year. 

"We'll be finalizing this in the new year. It went 
before the Land Trust Board of Directors, it was tweaked, 
and now you've had your peak at it," Farinon said. 

Farinon also updated the Commission on the 
progress with the Doggett's Brook land preservation 
project, which would make the land more conducive to 
hiking and other outdoor recreation. 

"We had a meeting to discuss the project [in 
November.] We discussed the Wild Lands Trust's role in 
the project. They're going to help with trails. We discussed 
them helping with the kiosk that would be located there, 
bringing volunteers to do the trail work," she said. 

Farinon will be speaking with Town Counsel Blair 
Bailey to explore options for securing other grants that 
may be available to fund the project. 

"It's a really nice area to walk. You can walk your 
dogs there," said Smith. 

The next meeting of the Rochester Conservation 
Commission will be on Tuesday, December 18 at 7:00 pm 
at the Town Hall.

school. However, it seems such a quality learning space 
was excluded from the Rochester Memorial School 
project's budget. 

As a public school educator, I am constantly 
hearing about the use of data as the driving force behind 
today's instructional decision-making. Maybe it's time we 
consider the following facts with regard to our collective 
investment in public schools: 

• Childhood obesity has more than tripled in the 
past 30 years. 

• The percentage of children aged 6-11 years in 
the United States who were obese increased from seven 
percent in 1980 to nearly 20 percent in 2008. 

• The percentage of adolescents aged 12 - 19 
years who were obese increased from five percent to 18 
percent over the same period. 

• Today, more than one third of U.S. children and 
adolescents are overweight or obese. These youngsters 
are more likely to suffer immediate and long-term 
health issues, including: poor self-esteem, bone and joint 
problems, sleep apnea, heart disease, type 2 diabetes, 
stroke and several types of cancer. 

The Centers for Disease Control and Prevention 
consider this information reason for public health concern. 
Therefore, it's time our public school leaders seriously 
consider this data as part of their instructional decision- 
making. Physical activity, in combination with other 
healthy habits, can lower the risk of becoming obese and 
developing related diseases. Physical activity behaviors 
of children are influenced by societal components that 
include our schools. Our Commonwealth's public schools 
play a critical role in establishing a safe and supportive 
environment for our children with policies and practices 
that support healthy behaviors. Schools should include 
myriad opportunities for students to learn about and 
practice physical activity behaviors, as the pursuit 
of MCAS scores must not precede the importance of 
student health. Ultimately, our most valuable educational 
resources support long-term community achievement of 
health in both mind and body. 

Physical activity is an essential ingredient in the 
education of our children. Its importance can no longer

Today, Fll begin with words from John F. 
Kennedy, the 35th President of the United States — words 
that have even greater meaning in 2012. 

• 'Xet us think of education as the means of developing 
our greatest abilities, because in each of us there is a private 
hope and dream which, fulfilled, can be translated into benefit 
for everyone and greater strength for our nation." 

• ''All of us do not have equal talent, but all of us 
should have an equal opportunity to develop those talents." 

• "A child miseducated is a child lost." 

In previous letters, I have emphasized the need to 
see each child as an individual learner and to understand 
that the current emphasis on standardized testing, data- 
driven decision-making and data-driven curriculum 
revision diminishes the importance of inspiring students 
to pursue true learning, as well as the development of 
individual investment in creativity and talents. 

I repeat the fact from one of my previous letters 
that children go through school only once. Our schools 
do not exist for themselves, or for administrators, or 
ratings fawned over by School Committee members and 
community members. Parents are also, unfortunately 
often, persuaded by the emphasis placed on ratings, 
rankings and data. Schools exist for the inspiration, 
education and personal development of each individual 
child. Education is not a one-size-fits-all endeavor. 
Education is not a business, nor should it be. To teach to 
a test so that a school or school district can collect data 
and boast of higher scores is neglecting the public school's 
mission to educate each child in the one short time 
he or she is in school. To do less is irresponsible. 
Currently, central office administrators and school

committees focus on scores and curriculum and require 
school administrators and teachers to do the same. 
Parents and community members should be concerned 
and seek to become informed and not be taken in by the 
continuous talk of data and raising scores and thus being 
led to believe that education is improving. 

The key to a true quality education for each child 
is having an outstanding teacher in every classroom. 

Students actually crave a challenge. They will 
rise to meet expectations. To deprive them of the sense 
of accomplishment and the satisfaction that working at 
something difficult provide is denying them the boost 
to self-esteem that encourages further learning and 
brings the joy that authentic personal investment in 
education offers students. Students crave inspiration and 
opportunities for them to awaken their creativity and 
individual talents. 

Creativity and innovation are what will provide 
the future with educated individuals who will have 
vision, who will have the ability to solve problems, who 
will be inspired to believe that individuals are important 
and that the world can be a better place. 

Students will rise to meet challenges when 
they are encouraged to do so. I will offer two examples 
today and more in my next letter. An opportunity for 
challenge and the resulting rewards that stands out for 
me is the teaching of Shakespeare's Othello to 12th grade 
Tech Prep and B level students. The idea of reading

Othello in the original Shakespearean language and not 
a modernized version was daunting to these less-than- 
confident students. Year after year, however, I promised 
them that they could do it. We read every word of the 
play, discussed the complexity of the characters, watched 
a film version, wrote about the themes and created 
projects. When we were finished, I applauded them, and 
they applauded themselves — ''We did it!'' At the end 
of the year, when I asked them to name the book that 
we studied that they liked the best, invariably they said 
Othello. It was the work they didn't think they could read 
but the one that spoke most to their understanding of life 
and humanity and which gave them the greatest sense 
of accomplishment. How is that for data that can't be 
measured in numbers or percentages? 

Another yearly example of students meeting 
a challenge was my teaching of The Canterbury Tales in 
Chaucer's Middle English to my Honors and AP juniors 
and requiring that they learn to pronounce and recite 
from memory the first 18 lines of the Prologue. Again, 
this initially presented itself as an impossible task. I 
even experienced parents questioning whether students 
could do it. Once, standing in line for tickets at a movie 
theatre with my husband, a mom and dad approached 
and commented that learning Middle English was asking 
too much of high school students. I assured them that 
I had been doing it for years and that the students did 
rise to the challenge. Each year the students met the 
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Dirk Murphy | Will Muggins 
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challenge, and each year they celebrated themselves on 
the accomplishment. Many came back from college to 
visit and were proud to tell me that they impressed their 
college professors by being able to recite the opening lines 
in Middle English — a true sense of accomplishment. 

In a previous letter, I wrote of Student A - 
encouraged to complete NovaNet courses, not required 
to adjust to the classroom, not challenged to complete 
assignments, and receiving a diploma without acquiring 
the skills, both personal and academic, needed to be 
prepared for further schooling or the workplace, but 
making administrators happy that AYP, graduation rates, 
and public perception would all appear positive.

Today I will share the story of Student B, a 
young woman not too fond of coming to school, seldom 
making it on time in the morning and falling behind 
in her courses. Student B was a very capable student. 
She was in my English class as a senior. She only came 
to school every other day, because she was supposedly 
participating in School-to-Career. When she had begun to 
fall behind in my class, because she was absent and late 
so often, I would assemble assignments for her, encourage 
her to do them, and she would do enough to get by. What 
she was missing, however, were the class discussions, the 
interaction of class activities, the instruction in writing, 
the peer editing, the inspiration of watching and listening 
to fellow students present their creative projects — in 
other words, everything that makes for skill building in a 
good English class. 

She missed my class 23 times. When we 
remember that our every-other-day schedule means 
each class only meets 90 times in a year (actually fewer 
for seniors), we realize how much she missed. This 
was a student who could have benefited personally 
and academically from a fifth year or an incomplete 
— to grow, to discover her talents and to build skills. 
With the current philosophy, however, of paring down 
requirements and excusing work, and excusing excessive 
absences, that does not happen. The student is part of the 
data, and the data is what matters to administrators. Had 
Student B been worried about the excessive absences (she

knew they would be excused), and had she been required 
to come to school everyday, rather than some weeks only 
two days, and had she had directed studies rather than 
the days off, I could have worked with her to develop the 
skills. I never give up on my students. Instead, she left 
with a diploma but did not leave with the skills, the sense 
of accomplishment or the enhancing of her talents that 
could have been. 

By contrast, some years ago, before the data- 
driven decisions and AYP obsession, I had a student who 
decided three quarters of the way through senior year to 
stop coming to school and take up exotic dancing at a club 
for a new career. Sometime close to the end of the year, 
she came back realizing that what she really wanted was

to finish school. Happy to work with her again, I made 
lists of the work to be made up, encouraged her to stay 
after school to work with me, and told her that she could 
still get it all done, and I would hold out an incomplete 
for third and fourth quarter grades. By the end of the year, 
she had accomplished a lot, but was still not finished, so 
she did not graduate — English being a subject needed for 
graduation. We kept in touch, and she continued to tell 
me she was working on the assignments. Two years later, 
she contacted me that the work was done, she brought it 
in, we talked about it, and I graded it. We arranged for a 
day for her to come in, and with her guidance counselor 
and I present, the principal presented her with her long- 
awaited diploma. What did she learn in addition to

furthering her reading, analytical and writing skills? She 
learned accountability, responsibility and what it feels like 
to accomplish something important. She was celebrated. 
With current shortcut practices, this story could not 
happen. 

The answer to what creates a productive and 
motivating learning environment for students is an easy 
one, actually — the investment of good teachers and a 
belief that challenge and individual accountability are 
good for students. Rather than spending time finding 
and implementing more jargon-based initiatives, the 
administrators' job should be the consistent evaluating of 
teachers — recognizing and supporting the excellent ones 
and helping those who are less effective to improve. More 
on this aspect of education next time.

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become a natural summer routine to waste most of your 
day asleep, and most of the night and the early morning 
awake. 

No matter how long the school year was, and the 
alternate routines we held up to work with their schedule, 
it's like it all never happened.

To our defense, we are doing nothing destructive 
or illegal, none of us ever are. They keep this rule intact, 
only for no one to be able to enjoy our great scenery at 
the nightly hours most of us are up for. Mostly teenagers, 
but very much as well adults, do stay up late. When in 
summer, my night is my day.

They had placed a curfew for teens to 
place some order back into their town after violence with 
guns. Even other towns, not having the extremities with 
guns, but rather cases with spray paint and tire slashing, 
instituted curfews. Either way, every town had incidents 
to lead them to a 11:00 pm curfew. With towns and cities 
adopting curfews, it is safe to say that in the places where 
big crimes were the main focus, the curfew helped for the 
most part. I don't think places that have had no issues 
should be able to set a law on mistakes that haven't been 
made. 

"The police already have the right to arrest 
juveniles who are committing crimes," said Terri Baur, 
staff attorney with the state group. "The curfew puts 
innocent juveniles essentially under house arrest for a 
portion of the day/ night." 

Whatever Mattapoisett, Marion and Rochester's 
reasons for putting this early nighttime curfew for 
teens, as well as older people, I would like to point out 
especially in our towns, there's a large majority who 
are just out there to purely enjoy our town at night, and 
the social aspect. I, as many do, see nighttime as a time 
to enjoy being with friends. We don't see it as a time of 
destruction. There will always be people who break the 
rules, but the rest shouldn't be punished and restricted on 
"what could happen." I love to enjoy my town and what 
it has to offer if not more at nighttime than I do in the day. 

This 
restriction, in my eyes, is a waste.

Who thought it was a good idea to take the two 
most irritating characters in Knocked Up and devote a 
two-hour-and-thirteen-minute movie to them? This Is 40, 
the new dramedy written and directed by Judd Apatow

problems of Pete (Paul Rudd) and Debbie (Leslie Mann), 
miserably married with two daughters (played by the 
real-life daughters of Apatow and Mann). Pete's small 
record label is tanking, and Debbie's clothes shop isn't 
doing much better. If you think the movie is going to be 
about the reality of financial hardship in a shaky economy, 
though, you're wrong: The couple apparently can still af- 
ford iPads, iPhones, and miscellaneous other iProducts for 
themselves and their kids. I'm a Mac user, but there are 
times when the film seems like an Apple commercial. 

They can also presumably afford to go out to 
clubs, take a vacation at a fancy hotel, plan a catered 40th 
birthday party for Pete, and snipe at each other in the 
comfort of their too-spacious home — all while they're 
in the hole for $80,000. But none of this is the point of the 
movie, which hammers the point that this technology- 
addicted family can't communicate. The older daughter 
spends too much time on Facebook. Pete hides in the 
bathroom playing Bejeweled on his iPad. The couple 
also have problems with their fathers: Pete keeps lending 
money he can ill afford to lend to his dad (Albert Brooks), 
while Debbie hardly knows her father (John Lithgow), 
who left when she was eight. Also, Debbie's sister Alison, 
one of the leads in Knocked Up, is absent here and never 
mentioned (however, Ben, Seth Rogen's character, is refer- 
enced); maybe they had a falling out. 

Judd Apatow enjoys a reputation for smart, 
closely observed comedy, a rep I think he earned with 
The 40 Year Old Virgin and Funny People (I wasn't as taken 
with Knocked Up as many). Here, though, he draws out 



tiresome arguments, with everyone in the house scream- 
ing — the movie is shrill. There's no surprise in any of 
the conflicts, no shock of recognition, and the occasional 
reconciliations feel unearned because the rancor that 
precedes them is so bilious. At many points we feel we're 
seeing the end of a marriage, but Apatow keeps shoving 
the couple away from divorce, perhaps because a Christ- 
mastime release with a bummer ending would get fatal 
word of mouth. Realistically, we don't see much reason 
for these two to be together, even for the sake of the kids, 
who are also irritating to us and to their parents. 

Apatow' s films are generally well-cast, and this 
is no exception; Melissa McCarthy steals the movie as the 
mother of one of the daughters' classmates (stick around 
during the end credits for some primo McCarthy out- 
takes), and Megan Fox comes through with a warm and 
human performance as a staffer at Debbie's shop. I did 
think it was weird that the only two non- white characters 
with speaking parts are scam artists of various natures — 
Apatow' s universe is as white as Woody Allen's. And the 
way poor old Graham Parker is used in this movie — a 
past-it rocker who can barely sell 600-something down- 
loads of his new album, and who finds himself playing to 
a sparse club crowd and at a birthday party — struck me 
as insensitive, though maybe Parker enjoyed poking fun 
at himself, or enjoyed the paycheck. 

This Is 40 is about pretty people with pretty 
problems; this used to be the province of James L. Brooks, 
who seems to have passed the torch to Apatow. It remains 
to be seen, though, whether Apatow can write women as 
compassionately as he can write men — Debbie comes off 
as a shrew much of the time, and the only halfway likable 
female character in the movie works part-time as an es- 
cort. Pete is no prize himself, nor are any of the other men, 
so I guess it's equal-opportunity misanthropy, but 133 
minutes is a long time to sit with people you don't like. 
In the final reel, the revelations and reconciliations arrive 
like clockwork, and the couple prepare for a considerable 
additional financial burden without, apparently, worrying 
about how they'll be able to swing it; indeed, the movie 
ends with them going to see Ryan Adams at a club, which, 
unless I miss my guess, is not a free event. To quote Selina 
Kyle in The Dark Knight Rises: "The rich don't even go 
broke like the rest of us."
